East did not disclose any detaíls of the information. 

"Now that I am convinced in my own mind that Nicaraqua is playing a primarv 
role ín supporting terrorism in E1 Salvador, I believe “it is inaDDrnnriai-P *nr 
the ür.ited States to maintain normal diplomatic and trade relations with the 
commumst regime of Managua," East said. cne
